GOLD MINING ON 
MACLEOD RIVER 


Ottawa, March 


28.—Macleod River 
Mining Corporation, recently formed 
for the purpose of acquiring placer 
claims and dredging leases along the 
Macleod river in western Alberta, is 
commencing its development program 
immediately, according to informa- 
tion from Montreal. 

The company controls 60 miles of 
river and 1,000 feet back on both 
sides, and estimates the recoverable 
gold on their property at $70,000,000, 


A dredge, capable of handling 3,000

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RESEARCH COUNCIL 
MAKES BAKING TEST 


Research work in connection. with 
the problems of damp and tough grain 
ona scale never heretofore undertak- 
‘en in Canada, according to H. M.Tory, 
president of the National Research 
Council, is to be carried out at the 
three prairie universities, and the Do- 
minion- Grain Research Laboratory, 
at Winnipeg, under the direction of 
the National Research Council of 
Canada. About a year ago. the Nat- 


‘ ional Research Council appointed an 


associate committee on grain research 
to look into various problems con- 


.nected with the production and = mar- 


keting of grain. ~At its organization 
meeting last year this committee 
drew up @ comprehensive program of 
investigation, particularly in regard 
to wheat, involving factors affecting 
milling and baking quality, commer: 
cial grading, and certain disease prob- 
lems, The’ first step to be undertak- 
en will be a survey of the methods 
now employed in grain drying. This 
willbe followed by a comparative 
study of the different methods, with 
a view to determining which is most 
advantageous from the point of yiew 
to determining which is most advan- 
tageous from the point of view of 
economy and the resulting quality of 
the dried product. It is believed by 
members of the research council that 
this investigation will also provide a 
more satisfactory basis on which to 
determine an equitable spread - in 
price between the different grades. In 
order to make the investigation as 
thorough as possible, the universities 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and _ Al.- 
berta will act in co-operation with the 
Dominion Grain Research Laboratory 
at Winnipeg and with the other agen- 
cles concerned.

a singleton or void suit. Such hands 
seldom score Fame at no-trump unless 
partner has the missing suit, so with 
this type of hand bid a sult, if possible, 
on the first round. By so doing, you will 
give partner and opponents:a chance 
to bid and your subsequent procedure 
depends ‘entirely on their bidding. Un- 
less 'your partner bids the missing suit, 
don't venture 'a no-trump bid for it 
seldom produces a game.
